Dr. Stemen Thumps Dr. SWerln- 
gen In a Justice Court— 
A Scene In a Stumptown 
Sanctuary. 


The troubles of local physicians are 
generally more or less prominent be- 
fore the public 
and 
they 
much 
delight to wage acrimonious warfare 
one against the other in the columns 
of the newspapers and on the streets. 
About as bitter a feud as any exists 
between Dr. Stemen on the one hand, 
and Drs. W. H. Myers and H. V. 
Sweringen on the other. 
Sweringen 
has assailed Stemen in every possible 
way and gleefully boasts of his ven- 
omous hatred towards the rival Es 
culapius. 


Dr. Stemen, as Is pretty well known, 
is a regularly ordained Methodist min- 
ister, and sees fit to heal souls diseased, 
as well as bodies 
Because he is a 
physician he does not think it im- 
proper that he should ezoound gos- 
pel truths when he, so desires. 
His 
enemies, theu doctors aforesaid, how- 
ever, do not like this combination of 
professions and, being hardly imbued 
with the 
meek 
and 
lowly 
spirit 
which we are told to cultivate in the 
Good 
Book, 
they have 
railed on 
Stemen and ridiculed his pretensions 
to piety. 
Frequently do we receive 
scurrilous postals and letters bearing 
the ear-marks of some of Dr. Stem- 
en's enemies who want him held up 
to ridicule. 
We regard Dr. Stemen 
as a good man and an able physician. 
He has a large practice which is prob- 
ably what his rivals don't like and they 
wou'd cast odium upon him and in 
jure his business. 


Last night, Dr. Stemen was an- 
nounced to preach at the Free iTeth 
odist church, on Creightoa avenue, in 
the portion of the city known as 


* Stumptown." 
The reverend doctor 
had but taken his position in the pul- 
pit preparatory to pointing out 
the 
way of salvation on the 
Methodist 
plan, when he was somewhat discon- 
certed to see Dri. W. H. Myers, H. V. 
Sweringen and J. W. Younge stride 
up the aisle and take a choice front 
pew. 
Dr. Stemen, however, recover- 
ing his selt-posiession, proceeded 
to 
read his text and lay down the law 
and gospel. 
Hardly had he began his 
discourise, when he thought he noticed 
Dr. Swericgen's saturnine face tor 
tured into mocking» and 
insulting 
lines 
The preacher stopped and de- 
scending warned Sweringen to de- 
sist hie ineults or be ejected from the 
bouse. 
Dr. Sweringen avowed sar- 
castically his innocence of any such 
unseemly 
behavior 
and 
Stemen 
resumed his sermon. 
Then Dr. My- 
ers took a hand and assumed to be 
melted to tears by Dr. Stemen's elo- 
quence and pathos, rocking to aod fro 
with apparent emotion, while his two 
associates vainly endeavored to sup- 
press their risibilities. 
This was too 
much for Dr. Stenen, who hastened 
to bring the services to a close. 


This morning Dr. Sweringen, as a 
part of the scheme of persecution, 
visited the office of D. L. Harding, 
J. P , and swore to an affidavit charg- 
ing Dr. Stemen with provoke. 
Con- 
stable Robbins was given the warrant 
and 
at 
9 o'clock entered the office 
with bis prisoner. Dr. Sweringen was 
waiting, a smile of triumph light- 
ing 
up 
his 
countenance. 
The 
justice had not arrived. 


Dr. Stemon could no longer sup- 
press his indignation, and making a 
bee line for his enemy he knocked 
him down and then got in two addi- 
tional licks upon tbe prostrate man's 
face. The two doctors were parted 
by the constable, and glared viciously 
at each other until the arrival of the 
magistrate who adjourned the cases 
until 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
An- 
other affidavit, charging assault and 
battery, wts filed by Sweringen and 
Stemen will file an affiJavIt for pro- 
voke. 


Dr. Sweringen's face bears the marks 
of the contest. 
The affair will aflurd 
amusement for the medical profession 
for a month. 


A Painful Accident.'
